Ind that all 
the miniſters ot God might pꝛo⸗ 
cerd in one rule, and might al mind 
one thing in the lozd, that nothing 
be done of contention oꝛ vain glo⸗ 
rie, but that in meekneſſe of minde 
tuerie man eſteeme other better 
than himſelfe. What moued theſe 
two Gentlemen Ardington and 
Coppin ger, to run that courſe, but.

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baineglozie and ignozance of the 
xo92d , without the knowledge 


whereof, the intricate and hddert -
